*lm*d Agent Interrogated Subject concerning hi* bnckyrfurd end hi* knowledge of th# 
Intelligence activities of S703CEA Hilo*, rep tiling at taufen, Germany. Subject, a 
eo-vorkrr of SYODCBA fro* 1046 to prr*ent, va* placed at the disposal of thin offlo* 
by tho Agent In Charge, CIC field Office, Berchtc*gaden, Germany where he voluntarily 
reported after STOBCDA vn* arrested by Agent* of thl* Sob-D*tnchnent on 13 October 
19J-0 at Obemdorf, Aoetrta. He offered any information he might potsepp concerning 
SVGB^DA, claiming to be mottveted In hi* deelr* to give Inforantlon because he 
(Subject) felt that SYOBO^A we* <U«bor.e«t In hi* dealings with hi* end *leo with the 
organisation with which be ve* working. Subject alleged to hare reported thl* same 
information to an Agent of CIC field Office, Munich, Germany during August 1950* 

2. Beferencr 1« made to Dtenneltlon fom, D/AC of 3, C2, dated 20 Septenher 19GO, 
Subject! *SY030EA Kilo*", In which vn* stated that 5V0BCDA 1* the central figure In 
an espionage group which produce* largely fabricated infomnticn, aid which cay be 
directed by an office established by the Coulnfor* In one of the satellite capital* 
to furnish tysteontlc folee information to the Vestem Allies. Thl* information 1* 
bring pedaled to * CIC offlo* In Austria, to neutral Intelligence torvlce* and to at 
leapt two US Intelligence agenda* in Germany.

a* Subject hoped eventually to take over hi* father*# business and, during

•crlptcd labor to work a* nitric in the food warehouse* of the •Helnhel Verke* at 
Orantcnburg near Berlin, Germany. In the <m»»er of 1944, the German* ippued a 
directive that all foreign worker* within Germany would be compelled to do annual 
labor, therefore. Subject vat transferred to a branch factory of the "He irk el W#rks* 
nenr Uelptlg, Germany to work a* a lathe operator. At tha end of the war, he vn* 
repatriated by Soviet force* to Brno, CSH. After a month'* vacation, he obtained 
employment a* a clerk in the "Cepkolovcneka Fojlctoma fro Cbcbod A" insurance 
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s C e n pnny. Approximately o rn month Inter, 9u\Ject vni * drafted for st* month# military 
Service. He wr« sent a# n private In nn nr*rlnoer cnmnany to Kor 0«t rnv% C3R. After

Alton of CIC, Bad Relchenhall* The trio vorfcei harmoniously 
for • fow months, rtbnltticg their reports through 3VGPGQA to Mr. Alton, until thers 
was a »l sunders tandtn/r between PEKRLSVf and SVOBOiU, after which TZAtLSlCT submitted his 
reports separately. Shortly thereafter, PSl^LSIT moved to Traur.stetn an! later to 
Munich, Germany. SVCBCGA and Subject continued subolttlnr rcoorto to lir. Alton until 
^rcexber 1 ?h 7, receiving from four packs to three cartons of cigarettes a month as their 
Pa}** Subject regained In contact with Mr. Alton In Traunstoln and 3#£en«*burg until the 
latter 1 ! departure for the CS in tho stunner of 194B.
